ronmental damage to the river. 

The number of federally 
approved new projects along tlie 
Snake River this year is more 
than triple 1996 levels.

Holiday spirit doesn’t blight schemers 


SALT UKE CiVY (AI’)- The 
mail identified himself to Magna 
resident Donald Hess a.s Mike 
Smith of Ottawa, Canada. . 

Smith explained he had 
52f)',0()() from the Canadian 
Publishers Clearinghouse 
-Sweepsiake.s, which Hess. could 
have — providing he pony up 
S2.S00 .so Smiilicuuld fly down. 

"I liioiighi, uh-oh, here we gu," 
said Iless, 73. "rhen I said, I 
don’t liave that iiuicii. And he 
said, 'Mow much do you have?’ 
■lliai was the key rigiu there." 

No. lle.ss didn’t give “Smith’-' 
the money. In fact, he, reported 
tile call to the Utah Attorney 
General’s Office. As it toms out, 
Canaila-lliemed swindles are tlic 
latest rage among scam artists 
preying on tiie unsuspecting 
elderly, said Assistant Utah 
Attorney General Jeff Cray. 

_ "We h ave luul quir e a few h ere 
in Utah in the last few months,” 
Gray said. "Some are telemarket- 
ing, some direct mail. 'Iliey may 
promise a million dollars, or a 
car. Tiiey ask tiie consumer to 


prize. Some people pay." 

According to the U.S. 
Duparimuni of Justice, fraiuiu- 
lent telemarketers steal alimit 
$•10 hillion annually — much of it ' 
via plumy dtariiie.s during 'the 
holiday season, wliett people are 
mure likel.V-to be generuus. 

The Utah chapter of. the 
American AssTiciacion of Retired 
Persons, along with law-eiiforce- 
meni agencie.s statewide, are urg- 
ing (he 70 percent of. consumers 
'who make duirilahle donalions this 
lime of jx’ario watdi thiHr wallets.

Charities follow close 
behind, said Lee Norrgard, who 
heads AARP’s efforts against 
telemarketing fraud.
